Response to Amendment 

This Office Action is in response to Amendment filed on 3/3 1/2003. 

Title has been amended. 

Remark of Applicants has been considered. 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

Reason for allowance 

Claims 1-15 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for 
allowance. 

Set of claims 1-6 and 10-12, none of the references of record teaches or suggests 
the claimed Silicon structure formed in a semiconductor material of a first conductivity 
type, the semiconductor material having a first dopant concentration, the semiconductor 
structure with a single titanium protection layer formed over the first layer of isolation 
material and the conductive contact , and below the layer of passivation material and 
among other limitations as cited in independent claim 1. 
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Set of claims 7-9, none of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed 
Silicon structure formed in a semiconductor material of a first conductivity type, the 
semiconductor material having a first dopant concentration, the semiconductor structure 
with the titanium protection layer being formed on and over the first metal trace and 
among other limitations as cited in independent claim 7. 

Set of claims 13-15, none of the references of record teaches or suggests the 
claimed Silicon structure formed in a semiconductor material of a first conductivity 
type, the semiconductor material having a first dopant concentration, the semiconductor 
structure having the titanium protection layer being formed on and over the second metal 
trace and among other limitations as cited in independent claim 13.
